My Father being turned 
cut of his Living of Mondeſley in Norfolk, as an Adherer 
to King Charles the Martyr ; a Perſon, one of whoſe names 
was Gubbard, recommending himſelf to the Commirtee at 


Norwich as a man who had a zeal for the ſame Cauſe in

which they were engaged, took Poſſeſſion of the Living, 
and received all Profits; "but reſtored nothing ; and with 
Mondeſly he held the Living of Xzapton alſo. After a tew 
years he began to throw off part of his Diſguiſe, and he 
Preach'd up Purgatory, and other ſuch points in ſo open a 
manner, that the fame Committee who had put him in, 
turn'd him out again; and in a little time he ( as it were ) 
vaniſh'd away. Thus inſtance of ſuch groſs Hypocriſie and 
Injuſtice made impreſſion upon me when I was young, 
and fo raiſed my Suſpicion and Indignation, that where 
L have met with any thing of a like nature, it has been 
ſome difficulty tome to temper my ſelf.

and intimation having been given the day before by Mr. 
Z. to D. 7. that the ſaid Apprentice was departing from 


the Church of England, _—_ been at Maſs nigh two 
ed Mr. Q. and his Appren- 


Months before ; D. 7. defir 
tice to come into his Cloſet ; and there he ask'd the Boy 
what Reaſonscould induce him toleave ſo good a Church 2 
For a while he could ſcarce be prevailed with to anfwer a 
word ; but at laſt after much importunity, he ſaid a few 


things, and told them that Mr. Puiton the Jeſuit was the 
| B ' perfom 
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rſon in whoſe Lodgings he had been. and that he had 
perſwaded him by his Arguments. D. 7. ask'd him, what 
Arguments thoſe were ? He anſwered, he had ſhowed him 
m Luthers works that Lather held ſometimes Three, and 
ſometimes Seven Sacraments; and added , that Luther 
was diſſwaded from going to Maſs by the Devil ; and that 
ever ſince the pretended Reform'd had proceeded upon 
the word of the Devil. D. 7. ſhowed him how frivolous 
that Story and Argument was, and. ask'd the Boy what 
kind of Book it was which was ſhow 'd him for Luther's 
works? He pointed to a Book in the Cloſer in thin Quarto. 
D. 7. after telling him, that Luther's works could nor be 
contained in ſo ſmall a compaſs,and that he believed Mr. P. 
'would not juſtifie this way of reaſoning before him ; and 
diſcourſing to the Boy out of a Place or two in the Scrip- 
tures, and ſaying what he then thought proper, diſmiſs'd 
him, and adviſed his Maſter to ſend him into the Coun- 
try to his Father, who was reported to be a man of con- 
dition, and judicious ; for he had obſerved a very odd 
temper in the Boy, and a ſtrange figure in his Counte- 
nance, and had been told before by Mr. 2. That ſince 
kis having been tampered with and ſeduced, his very 
countenance was altered, he ſeemed often as if he were 
mop'd ; he was grown fo great a Lyar, that they knew 
not how to believe or employ him ; and fo troubleſom to 
the other ſervants by ſaying they were Damn'd, and talk- 
ing to them about Popery, that he had made all the 
Family uneaſie. That very day the boy had been with 
D.. 7. he had the confidence to turn that about Luther and 
the Devil which was faid by the Jeſuit, upon the faid D 
and to aſcribe it to him, ſaying, that the D. had told 
him Luther left Maſs at the inſtance of the Devil , fo 
that from thenceforth the Reformation proceeded upon 
the word of the Devil. It 
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' It was a little after Whitſontide laſt, when this Fit 
began to take the Boy, but it was not fo obſervably vio-

been with D. 7. carried the Boy to Dr. Horeck, till 


hoping to work good upon him ; but his perverſeneſs was 


ſo apparent to D. Z#. notwithſtanding all the*things of 
moment he ſaid, that he perceived him gone paſt preſent 
Cure. 

Great boaſt was made in the Neighbourhood about 
Mr. P. ; and odds were offcred that D. 7. would not 
meet him ; though there was little reaſon for that boaſt- 
ing ; few days having paſſed ſince D. 7. and M. L. in vain 
expected the coming of two Prieſts at a Place and Time 
mutually appointed. Mr. 7. ſaid he was very certain 
the Dr. would come, and the Party of Mr. P. having 
named a Place and Hour, Mr. 77. came to D. 7. to give 
him notice of what was done. D. 7. aſſured him he 
would meet, tho 'twas inconvenient, a Friend from 
beyond Sea being juſt come to him, and it being to no 
purpoſe as to the Boy ; and it ſerving cunning people 
with a colour for faying that upon what he heard, He 
was converted, Mr. ©. granted all this ; but added, that 
if Mr. P. were not met, it would be faid it was becauſe 
none dare meet him ; and upon that motive, how in- 
conſiderable ſoever to men of ſound ſenſe, the matter 
turn'd, and 'twas agreed on all ſides that there ſhould be 
little Company, and no Noiſe; and on one-fide Mr. P. 
his Friend, and the Boy ; and on the other D. 7. Mr. 7. 
and his Wife. 

This being agreed, D. 7. when the hour came, broke 
away abruptly from two Eminent Divines, D. S. and

- He had not beet there many Minutes, before Mr. P. 


came in with nine or ten after him, ſeveral of his Boys 
preſſing at the door,but being hindred from entring;D.7. 


does not ſay that Mr.P. brought them all. How many ' 


Prieſts there were among theſe who came firſt, D. 7. 
could not tell, but he eſpied in the room, which was of a 
ſudden crowded with people, Mr. Meredith, whom he 
look'd npon as next to a Prieſt ; a Prieſt in a yellow Pe- 
ruke, one who owned, that if he was not in Orders, he 
hop'd'to beſo; one from the Lady S. 7sof L. 4. whom 
he fuppoſeth to be a Prieſt, and one in a plain Band, who 
(as was faid. ) came with him, It was not1o very eaſie 
in the Crowd to take full notice of theſe ; and how ma- 
ny there were more of ſuch men, he cannot tell ; nor 
does he fay that they were all of Mr. P's bringing. 

D. 7. perceiving ſuch a Company, ſaid to Mr. P. that 
this way ſeem'd not fair, he himſelf having come with- 
out either Friend or Servant, that he might not tranſgrefs 
the Agreement for the Privacy of the Conference. The 
Maſter of the Houſe excuſed himſelf, ſaying, *That. he 
had denied ſome very good Friends who deſired to! be 
there, that he might keep to what was agreed. Then 
Mr. P. was content to diſmiſs all beſides a witneſs for 
himſelf; -and-Mr. Meredith was propos'd. , 14 

Againſt Mr. Meredith D; T. made three ObjeQions. 


Firſt, That he having received from C. 0. a Copy of a 
Conference ketwixt the D. of 8. P.and Mr. 6G. given him 
by Mr Meredith, and having ſhow'd it to the faid D. of 
S. P. the D. had aſſured him the faid D. 7. That it was 
not a true Copy, and that a material thing about the 
preſent- Greek Church was left out : Mr. M. referred to 
what. wasprinted upon. that occaſion. __ 
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The Second Objeftion made by D. 7. was, that Mr. 
M. had in a Coffee-houſe pitied the ſtate of St. Martins 
as beinga very great Parith under one Man; and capa- 
ble of maintaining Thirty Fryars. D. 7. faid further, 
That ſuch an intermedler was not a proper Witneſs. And 
afterwards in another Room, That he ſhould not count 
his Fryars before they were hatch'd. Mr. M. replied 
calmly, That he had faid this with relation to the great- 
neſs of the Pariſhes in the Suburbs, and not with par- 
ticular regard to D. 7. or St, Martins ; and that tho he 
nam'd the Pariſh, he was a ſtranger to D. 7. and had not 
reflected upon him. 


The Third Objeftion was taken from Mr. M's ha- 
ving forſaken the Church of Eng/and, ſuch being more 
partial, and poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of fiercer bigottry 
than thoſe who were Romaniſts from the beginning, 
Mr. M. then anſwered, He was the better judg, becaule 


he had known both Churches. D. 7. anſwered then, - 


that he went away young from our Church, from which 
no man, who well a it, could depart upori true 
Principles. Mr. M. and D. 7. revived this diſcourſe in 
another Room afterwards, and D. 7. faying Mr. M.- was 
turn'd in Spain, where the people had no Bibles. Mr. 4. 
replied, That they carried over with them a very+ good 
Library of Books. 


After theſe Exceptions taken at Mr, M. as a Witneſs, 
D. 7. perceiving it next to impoſlible to clear the Room, 
and not being willing to give occaſion to the inſulting of 
any weak people by going away , calld Mr. Meredith 
to __ placed Lmicl betwixt Mr. P. and Mr, 
Meredith, 


Then 
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- Then Mr. P. ſpake firſt about Pen and Init, and an 
Aman«enfis; but D.7. having brought no perſon with him, 
-andthe Crowd preſſing, Mr. P. began a Verbal Cnte- 
rence , by ſaying the Proteſtants had no Bible, and de- 
firing D. 7. to prove they had one, end asking him how 
and whence they had ir, and what was their Rule of 
| Faith. 
. And his firſt onſet was very vigorous. D. 7. anſwe- 
red at firſt to this purpoſe, That Mr. P. might ſend for 
'that Eook which he owned to be his Bible, and out of 
that he would - diſpute with him; or if that were too 
great a trouble, he would borrow an Engliſh Bible in the 
houſe ( which was afterwards fetch'd ) and diſcourſe 
out ot that, and endeavour to vindicate the Tran- 
ak , Where it ſhould be by Mr. P. excepted a- 
gainſt. 
: This Method Mr. P. would not allow, but repeated 
his diſcourſe about our not having a Bible, and our not | 
being able, if we had one, to prove we had one ; and * 
ask'd again about the Rule of our Faith. D. 7. before he 
anſwered to this, applied himſelf to Mr. M. ( who ſeem'd 
to be the calmer perſon, and of a temper inclining to 
Piety ) and :put him in mind, that ſuch diſcourſes as 
theſe, and ſome others, lately uſed by the Rowani/ts about 
the Trinity and Tranſubſtantiation, would rather make 
the people Atheiſts or Unbelievers, than Converts; and 
that the indifferent were ready to fay, Content: We 
camot believe Tranſubſtantiation, and we will have 
no Trinity ; we cannot have the Bible ugnlefs we take 
it upon Roman Authority, and none we will have. 
Mr. M. ſaid, That would not be the conſequence, but 
gave no reaſon why he faid 10. 
Then D. 7. turned to Mr. P. and told him that he 
began at a point of which the Boy had not faid a tittle 
to 
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to him in the Cloſet, or to his Maſter ;- the firſt and 
chiet thing ſaid by him Leivg that about Lather's Works, 
and Sacraments, and his Colloquy with the Devil. Mr. P. 
at firſt denied that he had ſhown ſuch a Book to the 
Boy, and the Boy began at firſt to ſhuffle about the 
Story, but afterwards own'd it, his Maſter atteſting ir, 
and upbraiding him with lying in that and other things. 
Mr. P. then falvd the matter, by ſaying he did nor 
ſhow him the Book in Publick. D. 7. then replied, 
Is not a thing ſhown becauſe it is not ſhown in 
a Market? thus is the fruit of the ill art of Equi- 
vocation. Mr, P. proceeded to talk about Luther 
and the Devil, and his leaving Maſs at the Devils in- 
ſtance : this diſcourſe of Mr. P's had very good effect 
upon the other ſervants in the houſe, as they confeſſed 
to their Miſtreſs, they now perceiving that to be the 
Feſuits talk, which the Boy had fathered upon the 
Dottor. 

To Mr. P's diſcourſe about Luther, D. 7. anſwered on 
this manner ; That our Church depended not. upon 
Luther, but Chriſt : That Zuther ( ſome grains of al- 
lowance being given to him, as we _ to'every man ) 
was an excellent inſtrument of God's: That he ought 
to have read ( if he had not done fo _ the Book lately 
publiſhed at Oxford , Entituled, The Spirit of Martin 
Luther : That if Luther had faid any where there Pale 
were Three Sacraments, he had faid no more than Paſ- (a _ =” 
cabſius Radbertus who was the Inventer of Tranſubſtan- Sang. Dom. c. 
tiation ( a ). That admitting the Story, Luther after the JP: _= 
Monkiſh way , had put his Spiritual Confli@ into the cramenta 
form of a Colloquy ; and that he might well ſuſpe& a de+ Chriſti in Ec- 
vice in - Devil when he diſſwaded him from the Maſs ; ©**%, bapric 
for the Devil might think the Piety of Luther would be ma, corpus 
apt to move him for that reaſon to go the rather to qyoque cdomi 
Maſs, becauſe the Devil had forbidden him. > a. 
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D. 7. added, that one of the firſt diſlwaſives from the 
Maſs which made impreſſion upon Luther, was this. He 
had been at Rome, and faid Maſs there, and heard it faid, 
and he took notice of the protanenels of the Maſs-Priefſts ; 
and he over-heard the very Conrtizans jeeringly ſaying, 
that ſome who Conſecrated , had uſed theſe Words , 
Bread thou art, Bread thou ſhalt be : Wine thou art, Wine 
thou ſhalt be. 
Mr. P. asked D. 7. where he had this Story > D. 7. 
(a) V.Vit. Lu- anſwered, where he might have it, in Luthers Life (a). 
Need. p. D: 7-would have gone on and given Mr. P, a Story out of 
ia, - their ſecond Synod of Nice, for his ſtory about Luther's 
Colloquy with the Devil ; but Mr. P. would not accept 
of an old Tale for a new one ; and tho D. 7. began his 
Story at the requeſt of the people, five or ſix times, Mr. P. 
would not ſuffer him to proceed , out-noifing him in 
ſuch manner, that D. 7. ask'd him if he had the Art of 
curing the deaf. 
TheStory, which wasafterwards told to the people in

Council, To. fore the Fathers of that Council which detreed the Wore 
7. Act.4. Con. ſhip of Images, how the Devil ap eared to an Old Monk, 
we 25% who asked him why he had troubled him ſo long with temptati« 
AR. 5. p.382. 0ns to uncleanneſs ; the Devil ſwore him to ſecrefie, and 
then ſaid, Adore this Image no more, 1 will give you no 
Further trouble [ the Image was that of the Bleſſed Vir- 
gw with the Holy Jeſus in her Arms]. The old man 're- 
wealed this to Abbot Theodore, who ſaid he ſhould not have 
ſworn to the Devil; yet notwithſtanding 'twas better for him

not to diſmiſs his Courtezan , than ro forbear to worſhip / 


Chriſt and his Mother in an Image. The Abbot continued 
and comforted the old man, and ſent him away ; the Devil 
appeared again , and upbraided him with perjury; the 
old man akſwered, What I have ſworn, I have ſworn, L 
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The Good Fathers excuſed the breachof his Oath, and 
went on to applaud the practice of Image-worſhip. 

Mr. P. not ſuffering D. 7. ſcarce ſo much as to begin 
this ſtory, joined with Mr. Meredith in asking what was 
the Rule of Faith, and where we had our Bible > And as 
to the latter, Mr. P. ask'd with great quickneſs, who gave 
us the Copies, how, where, when and the like > Info- 
much that D. 7. told him he was doing the office of a 
Catechiſt, rather than a Diſputer. However D. 7. an- 


ſwered thus, 


Firſt, The Rule of Faith is the Holy Bible ; the ſum of 
it in neceſhry Dodtrines, is the Apoſtolical, Creed : Mr. 
P. faid we had other Negative Articles, No Purgatory, 
&c. D. 7. replied, they were Guards of our Creed, but not 
properly Articles ; and that as Proteſtations againſt 7hem, 
they were not very Ancient, becauſe their Errors were 
not all from the beginning ; and that we could not pull 
up the weeds before they were grown up. 


Secondly, That if they had any good proof of the Bj- 
ble, we had it too ; and that the firſt external inducement 
for the receiving of the Bible, as written by ſuch and 
ſuch perſons, and as ſuch a Book, was ( not ſo much the 
Authority as ) the Teſtimony of the Univerſal Church 
of all Ages, all agreeing in it , and amongſt others the 
Roman, excepting the Apochryphal Books of later time 
raiſed by them into a level with the primary Canon, 
whilſt we have the fame Canon the Ancient Church 
owned in the Council of Laodicea. 

D. 7. added, That the Proteſtants took in the Teſti. 
mony of Heathens, as of Juliax the Apoſtate, who, a- 
gainſt himſelf, owned three of the Evangeliſts ; and the 
Jews, who had once the Oracles of God committed to 
them, and from whom the firſt Chriſtians received the

Canorr of the old Teſtament. Mr. .catch'd at the words, 
and faid, D. 7. builds his Faith on Fews : D. 7. anſwered, 
That that was not fair,and that he ſhould take his words in 
their coherence, and make the beſt of them : He conti- 
nued, and ſaid, That by this way of Univerſal Conſent, 
we were by way of external inducement as ſure of this 
Books being the Bible, as of Cicero's Offices being his 
Book. Mr. M. ſaid we were not infallibly ſure of that : 
D. 7. added, That the Conſent of the World removed all 
doubt ; and that for the Holy Bible, when men came to 
conſider the Propheſies and their Events, the Characters 
of Chriſt, the Hiſtory of Chriſt , and things in thoſe 
Books moſt worthy of God, and uſe of pious mcans in 
humility of Soul, they had further aſſurance begotten in 
them, Mr, M.asked D. 7. how he proved that inward 
ſenſe 2 D, 7. faid it could fatisfie the perſons themſelves. 
Then Mr, P, began again to ask Queſtions about the 
Bible ; How, from what Churches, Copies, &c. we had 
received it 2 It had been no difficult matter to have per- 
plexed him, by asking from what Copy of the O. T. 
St.Peter had his?- What Copy of the New he gave to Lines, 
and he to the reſt; and where'and by whom Linus was 
ordained, and in what form, &c. but he only ask'd him 
upon-what motive he believed Infallibly that St. Peter 
was ever at Reme, ſeeing the Scripture had not faid it ? 
Mr, P. ſaid all the world knew that. D. 7. ask'd him whe- 
ther all the world were good witneſſes for this. and not 
for the Bible > Then Mr. P. faid ſomething of 7how art 
Peter, and upon Thee will I build my Church. D. T7. aid 
that he made no diſtin&ion between - the maſculine and 
feminine Gender ; and that the Text ran not upon zhee 
Peter, or this Peter ; but upon this Rock & mw/ry 75 mrs 
in the Feminine, tho admitting that our Saviour 
did build upon him ( for by him he opened the ti" 


Lien] 


of the Goſpel to the Jews at Jeruſalem, and to the Gentiles 
at Ceſarea ), yet ſeeing there were Twelve Foundations , 
Chriſt promiſing that he ſhould be one, did not exclude 
the other Eleven. 

Hereabouts upon Mr. P's citing this place, and that 
other, Hear the Church, &c. and D. T. defiring to fix up- 
on ſomething, and opening an Engliſh Bible, and Mr. P. 
denying it to be the Bible, and D. 7. deſiring to ſend for a 
Greek Teſtament, one was produced by the Company, 
but not uſed, Mr. P.faying he would allow the Tranſhtt- 
on of the places to be true. Mrs. R.-in this talk about 
St. Peter, being nigh Mr. P. faid ſoftly, 'twas St. Peters 
Confeſſion on which Chriſt built his Church. 

Hereabouts alſo Mr. P. ſpake about a Church at Rome, 
ſpoken of by St. Paul ; and D. T. taking up the Bible, and 
deſiring to ſhow how that matter ſtood was not permit- 
ted after three or four offers. 

For Mr. P. turned all off by general diſcourſe about the 
Bible and Rule of Faith, and began again to ask Que- 
ſtions, and to ſay that the Greeks of whom D. T. ſpake, 
were all Lyars, being Hereticks, and that the Catholicks 
( meaning Romans ) were faid by him to be a corrupt 
Church, andthat therefore the Proteſtantsdepended upon 
Lyars for their Bible. 

Here firſt began a ſtrife about the word Catholick, and 
of the Popes being the Catholick Biſhops; and D. 1. ask+ 
ing Mr. P. whether, the Ancient Biſhops of other Sees 
did not ſtile themſelves the Carholick Biſhops of this and 
the other place, Mr. P. yielded it, and this word-bate 
ended. 

Then D. 7. in Anſwer to his Argument faid to this 


cite. 
C2 Firſt, 
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Firſt, That the Greeks were not all Lyars and Here- 
ticks; and that the Miſſionaries had Miſrepreſented 


them- 


Secondly, That when all the World,of all Ages,conſpi- 
red ina teſtimony about a book or ſuch a City as Rome or 
Feruſalem, tho ſome might be ill men, and in ſome par- 
ticulars Lyars, vet we could not bclieve tzem Lyars in 
their Univerſal Conſent, becauſe they could never be in 
a Confederacy to vend ſuch a Lye. 


Th'rdly, That tho wetook in part the Teſtimony of 
the R»man Church, yet from her Authority the S S. could 
not be prov'd, becauſe ſh2 went about to prove her Being 
and Authority out of the Scriptures, and therefore could 
not do it till it was firſt proved that the Scriptures were 
the Word of God, and the places cited were infallibly 
proved to carry that ſenſe which the Romani/ts put upon 
them. 

D. T. remzmbers not that any thing was faid to the 
two laſt, but upon the firſt Mr. P. m_ him with join- 
ing with the Greeks in the Hereſie of the Zoly Ghoſt pro- 
ceeding from the Father by the S»n: Mr. D. A.C. ( not 
known before to D. T. ) interpoſed, and ſaid, That that 
was a diſpute-about Phraſes, and that they were agreed in 
ſenſe : And when Mr. P. wondred at that ſaying,and had 
faid there would in a fortnights time come forth a Book 
which ſhould ſufficiently ſhow what the Greek Church 
was,D. 7. referred him to Father Simons Book , called 
[ Hiſtoire Critique de la Creance, &c. des Nations, du Le- 
vant ] publiſhed three years ago ; in which that Learned 
Romaniſt ſhow'd how the M:ſi:naries had ſlandered. the 
Greek Church,'and made thoſe Hereticks who were not 
o, and raiſed a duſt about words when they agreed in 
mean- 
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meaning. Mr. P. did not own his knowledg, of this 
Book. [Since the Conference D. 7. hath ſeen a Secon« 
Book upon the like Argument (a) ( lately publiſhed by 7) La Cre 
the faid Learned French man); and he perceive+ by it, that ance de 1Eg- 
as times Change, men can do fo too], by ts Ts 
Here abouts D. 7. offer'd to fix upon fomething, and Gcbt. 
to ſpeak to the Text cited by Z{. P. viz. [rar the A Par v7 
Church ; but Mr. P. did not ſuffer it tor fome time, : 
but ſaid, The Church was a City on a Hill, and always 
viſible; and ask'd, Where ſuch a Churclt as ours was 
viſible in all Ages2 And how, and. where, &c. And 
clapd his Hand with great force upon the Table ; 
and a while aſter faid , It he could not ſhew the vi- 
ſibility of his Church, and we could that of ours, he 
would be hang'd. D. 7. when Mr. P. beat the Table , 
faid, ſmiling, Sir , I would not by any means come 
under your Ferula, Mr. P. replied very calmly, I uſe 
none. D. 7. does think that he ought to have ſpared 
thoſe words, as ſeeming to reflect upon that Profeſſion 
which he very much Honours, as one of the moſt uſeful 
in the World : As likewiſe thoſe uſed by him upon 
Mr. P's talking of being hanz'd, it being ſomewhat (c- 
Vere. 
But in heat of talk D. 7. did fay ; Mr. P. you uſe a 
very ſcurvy word ; and you put me in mind of a fay- 
ing of the late Lord Fau/kland, Tou are apt to hang and 
to damn ; but if they whom you hang, were no more hanz'd 
than they who you dams, were damid , few m:n would fear 
either your hanzing or your damning. 
Afﬀter this there was more talk about the viſibility of 
the Church, and D. 7. faid to this purpoſe , The Hiſto- 
ry of this matter” is beyond both the Purſe and the 
Capacity of the People. A great many Pounds and 
Books are required. {[ A Prieſt or Gandidate faid , 'Tis 


in 
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in leſs room, and was pulling out, I think, a little 
Book]. It ſufficeth the People that they have heard 
Chriſt's Promiſe, That there ſhall be a Society of men 
profeſſing Chriſtianity to the end of the World ; Thar 
they believe Chriſt will make good his word, and that 
they find among us ſuch Doctrine, and Rules of 
Lite, as are in the Bible. That the Greeks have al- 
ways had Churches ; that among the Latins, we have 
Catalogues of Witneſles againſt Rom7/p Errors ; That a 
True Church may ( though not as ſuch ) have many 
Corruptions ; And that the preſent Corruptions in the 
Roman Church , were not formerly made Articles of 
Faith. 


That we had the True Faith , before any Mif- 
ſion came from Rome. That S. Gregortes Faith was. not 
that which Rome now teaches. That here the Synods of 
the Second of Nice and 7rent could not prevail; That 
a Dodqtrine contrary to Tranſubſtantiation had been 
taught in the Saxon Church ; and that he would prove 
ſuch things as theſe out of their own Writers. Mr. 
M. ask'd what Writers? D.7. anſwer'd Beda, and ſuch 
Hiſtorians as Heweden, &c, D. T7. ſaid moreover to Mr. P. 
asking after a diſtin Church before Luther, That he 
would ſthew him Chriſtians in Bohemia, making the Bible 
their Rule, and proteſting againſt the Errors of Rome : 
And ask'd him, If he thould ſhew him out of Aneas 
Sybvius > Mr. P. did not deſire it, nor ſeem to know 
what Book that was. 


Mr. M. had ſome while before ask'd D. 7. ( who 
had faid, That we find the Bible which we now have 
quoted by the Ancient Fathers) How he came to 
know they were Fathers» To which Queſtion he 

thought 
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thought an Anſwer in that Place, a condeſcenſion to an 
1mpertinence. 

Hereabouts ( I think ) Mr. P. introduced a ſhort 
Diſcourſe about T ranſub/tantiatim; and when D. .7. 
had faid, as before, that that manner of the Breads be- 
coming Chriſt's Body, was invented by Paſchafius Rad- 
bertus,M. P. in warm manner ſaid What talk you of Paſ- 
chafius Radbertus > It was decreed in the Great General 
Council of Lateran,where there were all the Patriarchs.[. 
T. perceiving him to miſtake ſo much in Hiſtory ; and 
likewiſe err in time nigh Four hundred years ( for Paſ- 
chafius flouriſhed , according to Bellarmin, in the year 
921. and that Lateran Council was held Am. 1215. ) 
He turn'd to Mr. M. and faid, Why do you bring a 
man who has not common skill in Hiſtory 2 And then, 
turning to Mr. P. he ask'd him, Under what Pope that 
Council was held > And his Memory did not ſerve him 
to tell. Then Mr. D. A. C. addrefling himſelf to him 
( having a Breviary in his Hand,” in which the Tri- 
nity was pictur'd ) faid, Sir, I can inform you under 
what Pope that Council was held ; *twas held under 
Innocent the Third ; Mr. P. being moved either by his 
Anſwer, or his Book, or Picture, or all; called him 
Buffoon. D. 7. then told Mr. P. he had tranſgreſled 
againſt part of the Office of that day of Sr. Michael, in 
which theſe words of St. Fude were read, Michael the 
Arch-angel diſputing with the Devil about the Body of 
Moſes, would not bring againſt him a railing Accuſation , 
but ſaid, The Lord rebuke thee, And further D. T. ask'd 
him, If all the Patriarchs were there in perſon; or not ? 
Mr. P. replied , By thzir L2gats. D-: 7. askd him, 
Whether he had ſeen Father WalſÞ's late Book, which 
— what he faid : Mr. P. anſwered, that Fa- 
ther Walſh was not his Pope. [ Some of the words of 

Fa. 
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(a) Letter to Father Walſh the Franciſcan, are theſe, (a) There were 
 TE-P-357- got above 41.4 Biſhops in the whole ; and none of all, other 
than a Member of the Latin Church ; thoſe very Two Patri- 
archs (he means thoſe of Fieruſalem and Conſtantinople ) 
being themſelves Latins; and confequently, not one of the 
Greek Church, or of any other part or Church of the 

World, among them ] 


By this time, Mr. P. had produced a Breviary, a writ- 
ten Colleftion of Quotations, and Two large ſheets of 
Quotations printed ; and would go to the Fathers, D. 7. 
deſired firſt to ſpeak to his Citation, Fear the Church ; 
but ſtill being denied, he was contented to hear what 
he would alledge out of the Fathers, with this Caution, 
That he would not take them either for his infallible 
Judges or Rule ; but that, ſeeing he had them on the ſide 
of his Church, he would not part with them. He be-

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he nam'd S. Cyri/'s Catechiſm, and then Juftin Martyr, 38 
and was going on to read many more Citations our of 

the printed Sheets, entituled, Speculum Eccleſiaſticum, 
but--call'd ( it ſeems) by their Hawkers, The Soldiers 
Paper : of which Title D.T. being ignorant, his Man 
could not till Weadxeſday , procure him a Copy of 
them. 

D.T. Propos'd the fixing upon ſomething after ſo long 
and noilie a rambling; and call'd for Pen, Ink and 
Paper, and ſaid he would begin with S. Ambroſe, and 
then go on to S. Cyril and F. Martyr in the order of 
Mr. P. and anſwering thoſe Quotations there at that 
time, he would afterwards, as they » go 0n to 
the reſt. Mr.P. would go on,and read further : and did 
it ſo often out of thoſe two Sheets, repeating the names, 
Tuſtin Martyr, Jrenans,8&c. that D.T. provoked with what 
he-thought an unreaſonable digrefſion, call'd the Papers 
his BaWads, and ſaid he might give them for Kites to 
his Boys; which words were too light, and he repents 
him of uſing them. 


At laſt D.T. took the Pen and wrote down an Aſ- 
ſertion to this effe&t, © That that was a ſpurious and late 
© Book, and none of S. Ambroſe's, and that he would ſhow 
© it to be ſuch. "Then he defir'd Mr. P. to underwrite 
that D. T. could not do what he there undertook. 
M. P.refus'd, and taking a Pen began to write his name 
to his Quotations in the printed Sheets; but did not 
write ( asI think) all his name there. Afteg which 
Mr. M. took Pen, and D.T. delivering him the Paper 
he had ſign'd in order to a regular proceeding, he be- 
gan to write the firſ words of thele _—_ Whe- 
ther God Almighty hath left us any Guide or Guides to 
dirett us in the Interpretation of Scripture in things ne+ 

D ceſſary 
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.ceſſary to Salvation? Whether he hath left every one 
to his own underſtanding in ſuch Interpretation, winh- 
out obliging him to ſubmit his judgment to any 0- 
thers ? 


D. T. interrupted him, and ſaid he was drawing 
them away from their point. And upon this occaſion 
M. M. and D. T. talk'd a little while about a Guide 
in Controverſie; and D. T.did tell him in ſhort, That 
a Man after uſing all Chriſtian means, and the help of 
all Miniſterial Guides poſſhble, muſt at laſt judge for 
himſelf, and that this was not to run on his own 
head : as alſo that our People could know the Voice 
of our Church, it being in their own Language ; 
but not ſo readily the Voice of the Church of Rome, 
it being in an unknown Tongue ; for the true Inter- 
pretation of which the unlearned depended upon- the 
particular Prieſt that inſtructed them. 


Then D. T. and Mr.P. came again to the Quotations : 
and D. T. waved for a time that out of S. Ambroſe, 
in relation to which he us'd a word ſomewhat too 
ſharp, ſaying Mr. P. falſified, inſtead of ſaying he had 
quoted a ſpurious Author, So they came to S. Cyri/'s 
Catechiſm; to which D. T. ſaid, He knew the place 
Mr. P. meant, and that it was anſwered nigh twelve 
Years ago at the end of the Conference betwixt ſome 
Gentlemen of the Church of Rome, and Dr. S1illing- 
fleet and D. Burnet. Mr. P. ſaid, That Conference as 
written by D. Sr. and D. B. was anſwered, and that he 
would give D. T. the Anſwer. Something was ſaid' to 
Mr. M. about that Conference, which needs not ( as 
umagine) to be here repeated. | | 
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After this D. T. deſfir'd Mr. P. to read out of his 
printed Paper, the place out -of Juſtin Martyr, which 
he did. The words were theſe : 

' 8. Juſtin Mart. in Apologia Antonio Pio Imperatori 
pro Chriſtianis oblats, * Now this Food, faith he, a- 
* monglt us is called the Euchariit, which it is law- 
© ful for none to partake of, but thoſe who believe our 
© Doctrine to be true, cc. For we do. fiot receive this 
© 2s common Bread or common Drink, but as the 
© Word of God, Jeſus Chriſt our Redeemer being made 
© Man, had both Fleſh and Blood: for the ſake of our 
© Salvation; Juſt ſo are we taught, that That Food 
* over which -Thanks are given by Prayers in his own 
* Words, and whereby our Blood and Fleſh are by a 
* change nouriſh'd, .is the Fleſh and Blood of the In- 
© carnate Jeſus; For the Apoſtles in the Commentaries 
* written by them, called the Goſpels, have recorded, 
* that Jeſus ſo commanded them. 


D. T. anſwered, That thoſe words prov'd the Bread 
to remain Bread, becauſe it nouriſh'd the Body, and 
was call'd Bread after Conſecration : and- that they did 


not at all eſtabliſh the Roman Article of Tranſubſtan- 


tiation. Mr. P. anſwered, He brought it for the proof 
of the Real Preſence. - D. T. -reply*'d, A Lutheran held 
that, yet would not be of their Communion. Hethen 
asked D. T. what his opinion was of the Real -Pre- 
ſence? He anſwered, He would defend the true Senſe 
of his Church, even in thoſe miſtaken words in the 
Catechiſm, © The Body and Blood of Chriſt are ve- 
© rily and indeed taken and received by the Faithful in 
* the Lord's Supper. [ One in the Crowd faid, not ve- 


ry loud, Hold him to that. ]

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TI think here was further talk aboutthe: Roman Cor- 
poreal Preſence. And Mr. D. A.C. ask'd Mr. P. what 
kind of Philoſophy that was which maintaind that. 
Accidents ſubſiſted without ſubſtances : He faid,'twas true 
Philoſophy. D. T. ask'd whether it was true Philoſo- 
phy to ſay, there was whiteneſs without a. white thing, 
and breaking without a: thing broken, and the body of 
a Man without the dimenſions and figure of ſuch a 
body. It was anfwer'd;, God could do this. It was 
reply'd, there. was no- need, no promiſe, ſuppoſing 
God could' doit. Mr. D..4..C. faidithenor atoerwards 


in the next Room, that God could not do- what was 


a, contradiCtian, it being an.imperfeQtion. Mr. P. con- 
tinued. the. diſcourſe and faid we accuſed them. of Ido- 
latry,whereas they worſhipped not. the Bread, but Chriſt 
under it. Fo) which D. T:.. anſwered, that he alſo a- 
dor'd. Chrit when he. took the. Sacrament, but not 
that ſubſtance which they ſaid was under the ſhew of 
Bread : and that if it proved to be Bread, it was a Crea- 
ture, and the worſhipof it would be the worſhip of a 
Creature ; adding that Cofterws the Jeſuit owned, if it 
ſhould prove to. be Bread, the worſhip of it would be 
worſe Idolatry than that of the Laplanders who wor- 
ſhipped a red Cloth. Mr.-P. reply'd, Mr. S:illing- 
fleet had cited that place. D. T. rejoyn'd that it was 
- htly cited, for he had read'it in Cofteras. Mr. P. was 

Mr. P. here aſſerted that the Bread was annihila- 
ted; and being ſhown by D: T. that his Opinion 
was contrary both to truth and his own Church ; he 
faly'd it by ſaying, twas annihilated {© far as it was 


About 
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About this time ( as I think ) Mr. Meredith remov- 
ed and wentto a Window, and Mr. D. 4. C. had there 
ſome. diſcourſe with him. 

Andthere was other occaſional talk with a Roman by 
M. $. about the Cup in the Sacrament, the Roman ſay- 
ing, 'twas taken away for fear of being fpilt. 

About this time alſo.(as I think) Mr. P. was deſir'd to 
ſtick ro ſomething, 8 particularly ro the place of Scripture 
long ago cited by him ; If he will not hear the Charch —- 
and he was asked by Dr T. where the place was ? He 
could not tell. At which ſome of the people upbraid- 
ing Mr. P. Mr. M. asked D.T. if he could tell Chapter 
and. Verſe throughout the Bible. D: T. anſwered he 
would by no means pretend. to it : But if he cited 
a place as a proof of a Fundamental point, he would 
frtt know where it was, that by the Antecedents and 
- - w_ he might be the better aſſured of the ſenſe 
of it. 

After which D.T. turned to the place in 'S. Mat- 
them the 18th. and read it out of the Engliſh Bible , 
and ask'd if the Tranſlation were faulty? Mr. P. would 
not ſay it was. Then D. T. explaind the ſenſe of the 
place as meant of Treſpaſles and not Articles of Faith, 
and faid to a very honeſt Gentleman whom' heeſpy'd 
not far from him, 'tis as if it ſhould be ſaid to you by 
one to whom you owe any thing (though pardon me, 
the Obligation is on the other ſide) Sir I come pri- 
vately to you, pray be juſt to me. You fay you will 
not. Then he comes with a Friend and ſays, Pray 
do me right, and the matter ſhall go no farther ; you 
ſay, you. will not. Then he puts you into the Eccle- 
fiaſtical Court(ſuppoling it proper for their cognifance :) 
you will not ſtand to their | nk Then you are Ex- 
communicated, and treated as ſuch a One. What a con- 

{equence 
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'fequence from hence is this, Therefore the Roman 


Cliurch isto be heard as an infallible Guide in matters 
of Faith? Mr. MM. ſaid . (being returned from the other 
part of the Room ) when there is a controverſie about 
rhie meaning of a place of Scripture, who ſhould be 
judge ? D. 7. anſwered there was no need here, the caſe 
was plain ; eſpecially if this Text was further compar'd 
with one in Deuteronomy, (a) and that it the Roman 
Church ſhould make an Interpretation, the ſenſe of the 
words of that Interpretation would as much need a Key,as 
che eaſte Text it ſelf. D. T. added that Chriſt's 
Churci was not then throughly formed, and that the 
Rule lrad ſome reſpe& to the extraordinary ſtate of 
thoſe times in which it was not ſo proper to go to 
the ordinary Courts, the Judges being unbelievers. A 
Romanift not ſo well known by D.T. offered ſome- 
thing in confutation of this ; but D. T. told him that 
if he would bring an Authentick interpretation out of 
{ome of his Church Books, he would hear it. Bur if 
not (and at that he did not offer) then he, as a 
Romaniſt , would f{ay nothing to the purpoſe, but ar- 
gue, as he ſays the Proteſtants do, out of their own 
head. 

At laſt Mr. P. and D.T. came to the Quotations 


again ; and then it was reſolved that D. T. ſhould write 


of this marter and of S. Ambroſe, S.Cyril, and Juſtine Mar- 
tyr, ©. to M, P. and receive his Anſwer, and reply 
as often as there was juſt occaſion given. 

After this D.T. ſid to Mr. P. there was one 
thing remaining and fit to be ſaid to him : he had 1a 
a printed Paper, promiſed not to tamper about Reli- 
210n with the Proteſtant Boys who ſhould come to 
the S4voy-School ; it had appeared that he tampered 
with Boys out of his care, and would do ſo much 

| more 
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more -witl: thoſe under it : He ſaid, it did not fol- 


' low, becauſe of his word which he would not break, 


and that for this Boy he had done it in order to his 
everlaſting Salvation. D.T' anſwered, that being your 
Principle, that all out of your Communion are dam- 
ned, you being a Jeſuite and a Papiſt, muſt break 
your word in that Paper for the neceſſary good ( as 

ou think ) of the Souls of the Boys, eſpecially you 
| cnrken hope of turning Boys under your Care. Mr. 
M. ſaid to D.T. This refletts upon the King. Ano- 
ther . more aloud, this refletts upon the King, and 
ſuggeſts that he will break his word : and Mr. P. joyned 
in the Accuſation ; but many of the Hearers cryed out 
againſt them, and ſaid, it was a knaviſh trick. Mr. 
M. was going away, D. T. called to him and deſi- 
red him not to run away with a falſe Tale. Mr. M. de- 
nied he faid ſuch words. D.T. told him he did, and 
that for his part he thought his Loyalty at this time to 
be more nk than Mr. M's. becauſe he as a Son of 
the Church of Exgland, profeſſed he would not re- 
bel againſt the King, notwithſtanding he might be of 
another Religion ; whereas Mr. AZ. being of the ſame 
Religion, could not ſo well ſeparate Loyalty from In- 
tereſt, D. T. being concerned at this falle and un- 
worthy way of catching men, did ſay to Mr. M. at 
the Door of the firft Room, that if he had perſiſted in 
this Trick, he could not have forborn to have given 
him the name of Evidence Meredith. 

Then D. T. deſired Mr. P. and Mr. M. to go from the 
throng into the back Room, and to talk a little where 
there was Teſs heat and noiſe. But Company fol- 
low'd thither too, and there ſome things were repeated, 
and ſome new things ſtarted about a Judge in Con- 
troverſic ; about the Head of the Church ; about Be- 
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" YENDAVINS * but nothing was purſu'd. Mr. M. took 
leave, and juſt at the Door muttered ſomething about 
Penal Laws. Mr. P. was following, and D. T. ſaid 
to him, that it was always his way to pity the peo- 
ple of differing Afemblies, but that for ſich as his 
Order, who had taught excluding and depoſing Do- 
Arrines, and brought 1n a foreign Juriſdidtion, it ſeem- 
cd fit ro keep up ſome Laws againſt them. 

Mr. P. deny'd that his Order taught any ſuch Do- 
Etrines. Mr. D. A. C. asked him what he thought 
of Suarez and Mariana. M. P. aſſerted, that the Pope 
had had a right of Juriſdiction here a thouſand years, 
and that D. T. ought not, therefore, to call it foreign. 
D.T. ſaid thoſe were dangerous words : ſoon after 
this, Mr. P. took leave, it being now late in the E- 
vening. D. T. ſtaid a while ; and there was brought 
up to him out of the Shop, the aforeſaid Queſtion of 
Mr. Meredith left with the Boy , and written in the 
ſame hand with the few words which Mr. Meriton had 
begun to write upon the back of D. 7*s. Paper. It was 
ſaid to the Boy , that he ſhould have an Anſwer to 
that Paper, if he came in the Morning to D. T. *Twas 
not thought fit by Mr. U. and his Wife that the Boy 
ſhould come, left, having been found'to be ſo great 
and malicious a Lyar, he ſhould invent and ſpread 
ſome new Tale or other. But. Mrs. UV. came her (elf, 
and carried back a little Book, in which an Anſwer 
to that Queſtion was containd, 

During the Conference, the Son of Mr. J. a Roway, 
came to a Conſtable, and defir'd him to go to Mr. V's. 
where the Father Mr. P. was in danger of being kill'd. 
The Conſtable, ſaw how little need there was for the 
Exerciſe of his Authority. 


Next 
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Next Morning tame to Mr. V's. the Romy, whis' 
Raid if he was not in Orders, he hoped to be fo ; his 
=> —ry Errand Was: good Cotinſel to the Boy, in 

elation to his Maſter and Miſtreſs, who had cont- 
plain'd that, ſince he had been in this new way, he had 
troubled the Houſe, miſ-ſpent his time,. and become 
an intollerable Lyar, and he poitited the Boy to a 
place or rwo of Scripture abotit Obedience ; bur by 
and by the delign of his cotning appeared : 
for he ask'd the Boy it he was gow ſatisfied in his 
Religion. Both they and the Proteſtants knew that 
he was gone before, and they had been told how much 
worſe he was in his Morals, fince he had been tam- 
per'd with; and the Boy had owned to D. T. in his 
Cloſet, that he had becn often at Maſs. And D. H. be- 
fore this Conference, had concluded him gone over, 
and the Boy was already taught how to fence in this 
matter, as may appear by is Letter to his Father, 
September 20th. upon his hearing the Contents of the 
Letter, his Father had ſent ro Mrs. U. on September 
17th, ſhe having given notice of the ſtrange Alterati- 
on made in his Son. 
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There came alſo a Woman to Mr, V's. to  lacis-- 

fi'd in theſe Queſtions : whether there had ywor been 

a Conference there ? Whether there had not bcen five 
Miniſters of the Church of Exg/and there againſt one 
- Teſuite, who put them all to filence ? whether Mr. 
V. and Mrs. U. were not ſtagger'd in their Religion 
upon this Conference ? Whether a Gentlewoman of 
the Church of Exy/and was not after the Conference 
fallen diſtrafted ? And when ſhe heard that there was

After having found Mr, Pxltoz, the Jeſuit, in his 
L odgings there, Dr. Teniſon defired him to call to 
them any one of his Friends, that he might hear the 
Diſcourſe which he was about to offer. After being 
twice or thrice preſſed to it by Dr. Teriſon, he calld 
one in the Habit of a TJejwit, a Grave and Civil Per- 
ſon; his Name was not azsked. Then Dr. Teniſon ap- 
ply'd himſelf to Mr. Palto» on this manner; Sir, 
I was inform'd that on Sunday laſt in the Afternoon, 
after you had finiſhed your Expoſition on ſome Point 
in the Catechiſm, you ſpake tothe Company in the Chap- 
pel to this Effet, *© I believe you have heard of a late 
« Conference, in which I was concern'd. It is not the 
« way of Catholicks to make a great noiſe of ſuch 
« Matters3 but if the Proteſtants make a ſtir about it, 
* then next Sunday, in this place, I will give you an 
« Account of that which paſsd in that Conference. 
Mr. Paulton and the other Jeſuit own*d that he had 
ſaid this, and that he was not Miſrepreſented 3 upon 
which Dr. Teriſor told him that he had opened the 
Scene, and that if he himſelf had done ſo at St, Mar- 
tins, it was his Opinion he ſhould not have obſerv'd 
the Rules of Peace and Decency.

Some 
ſtragling Words were not gathered up, as that abour 
alſe Coin remembered in your Narrative, and the Ac- 
cidental talk about the Quietiſts, concerning whom 
Mr. Meredith (aid they were extinct. 

If I have touch'd upon any Infirmity of yours, I pre- 
ſume it will be the more eaſily Pardon'd, ſeeing I do not 
ſpare my ſelf, I thought it would give the greater fſa- 
tisfaction to tell the whole Truth, having obſerved, as 
others do, that in ſuch Caſes, ordinary things give Light 
to thoſe which are more Material.

the 
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the main Point of our four hours Diſcourſe, 
I humbly crave a more clear and poſitive An- 
ſwer then I could then obtain.

Mr. Ward's Specu/um ) ſhews Sylveſter as preſiding at 
the firſt Council of Nice; but when he recolle&ts him- 
ſelf, and finds he ſhould have repreſented Hoſius inftead 
of Sybveſtey (for he was not as 1s pretended, his Legat) 
he will (T ſuppoſe) not be fo liberal of Power to the 
Preſident of a Council. For Councils they were not 
to give a Rule of Faith, but to make Peace in the 
Church;by proceedingiaccording tothe Rule, the Serip- 
twe.
